1. Adoption of Agenda 
Motion Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the published

3. Chairman's Remarks 

Professor F.D. Hamblin, acting as Chairman, reported on the Dean's

Introduction of the Co-Operative Format 


Prof. Hamblin introduced Dr. G.J. Trudel and Mr. John Fiset, 
respectively Principal and Assistant Principal of the Institute 
for Co-Operative Education, who were invited to attend this part 
of the meeting. 


Dr. Trudel reported that regular contacts are made with the 
Université de Sherbrooke, that a good working relationship has 
been developed, and that we can expect their help in co-ordinating 
programmes providing, of course, that we stand by existing 
agreements. 


Asked about the resource requirements for setting up a 
co-operative programme, Dr. Trudel said that, normally, one would 
need a co-ordinator, a programme director (who would get a 
6-credit course remission), secretarial assistance and office 
space. It is likely that more summer courses would be required. 
In a recent case, the cost was calculated at $12,000/yr. but this 
was without a co-ordinator. 


Council discussed the contents of Document ECFC 87-1-1 and 
unanimously adopted the following resolution: 


The Council of the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science 
recommends to Senate that the co-operative format be introduced in 
selected disciplines of the Faculty in collaboration with the 
Institute for Co-Operative Education, subject to the allocation of 
sufficient financial and physical resources. 


The Institute for Co-Operative Education is presently reporting to 
the Dean of the Faculty of Arts & Science, this being the only 
Faculty offering this type of programme. However, with the 
introduction of co-operative programmes in the Faculty of 
Engineering and Computer Science, an inter-faculty structure wil] 
have to be developed. Therefore, Council unanimously adopted the 
following resolution: 


WHEREAS at the meeting of September 25, 1981, Senate adopted the 
following motion: 


"that Senate invite the Institute for Co-Operative Education, 
through the Council of the Faculty of Arts and Science, to 
submit to it proposals for procedures for the implementation 
of the co-operative format that will ensure the orderly 
implementation of this format in all parts of the University 
that may be interested in its development, including the role 
of Senate in such procedures."

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BE IT RESOLVED THAT the Council of the Faculty of Engineering and 
Computer Science recommend to Senate that the structure of the 
Institute for Co-Operative Education be reviewed to encourage and 
facilitate the development of co-operative programmes on a 
University-wide basis. 


The following resolution also obtained unanimous approval: 
Council agrees to consider at its next meeting proposals to 


introduce the co-operative format in the Centre for Building 
Studies and in the Department of Computer Science. 


Report from the Computer Science Sub-Committee 


The Steering Committee of Senate has asked that the Report from 
the Computer Science Sub-Committee be referred to Faculty Council 
for consideration and reaction. Copies of the Report were handed 
out at the November 21, 1986 meeting of Faculty Council. A first 
written reaction with draft resolution was distributed before the 
present meeting and identified as Doc. ECFC 87-1-2. However, at 
the meeting, this was replaced by Doc. ECFC 87-1-2 (revised); the 
revisions appear in bold type on that document. The following 
three resolutions were submitted for Council's approval: 


BE IT RESOLVED THAT the Faculty of Engineering and Computer 
Science considers that the recommendations of the Computer Science 
Sub-Committee are inappropriate in the context of the 
re-structuring of Senate Committees. This Council agrees with the 
abolition of the sub-committee, but rejects recommendations 1 and 
a. 


BE IT RESOLVED THAT the Faculty of Engineering and Computer 
Science supports the creation of a Computer Policy committee as a 
subcommittee of the Academic Programmes Committee. The APC should 
be required to refer all computer-related matters to the Policy 
Committee. 


BE IT RESOLVED THAT the Faculty of Engineering and Computer 
Science recommends that a student member be added to the 
membership of the Policy Committee. 

Motions 87-1-6 and 87-1-7 were both adopted unanimously. 

An amendment to Motion 87-1-8 was presented as follows: 


THAT Motion 87-1-8 be amended to read “a graduate student and an 
undergraduate student" instead of "a student member".

Proposed Name Change for the Department of Electrical Engineering 


After discussing the contents of Doc. ECFC 87-1-3, Council 
unanimously adopted the following resolution: 


The Council of the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science 
recommends to Senate that the Department of Electrical Engineering 
shall, in the future, be known as the Department of Electrical and 
Computer Engineering. 


Dr. Bui said that, in order to foster co-operation between the 
Department of Computer Science and the Department of Electrical 
and Computer Engineering, he would like to present the following 
motion: 


BE IT RESOLVED THAT the Faculty form a committee consisting of the 
Dean, the Chairmen of the Departments of Computer Science and 
Electrical and Computer Engineering and two faculty members from 
each of these two departments, to discuss policy regarding the 
development of the two programmes in the future. 


Dr. Hayes said that he is in favour of the motion, considering the 
positive aspects of our experience with the VLSI committee. 
However, in order to obtain full support from faculty members, the 
establishment of this committee should first be discussed at 
Department meetings. Therefore, he proposed to table Motion 
87-1-11. This proposal was adopted by a vote of 10 in favour, 5 
against and 2 abstentions. 


Other Business 


Gilles Desharnais reminded ECFC members about the Québec 
Engineering Competition, to be held at Concordia from February 27 
to March 1.

Council unanimously adopted a motion to adjourn.
